Spain. 


Informed sources said C. B. Jer- 


ram. assistant to the British agent 
at Burgos, insurgent capital, had 
called the attention of Generalissi- 
mo Franco's regime to a three-point 
peace offer by Dr. Juan Negrin, pre- 
mier of the Spanish government. 


The insurgents were said to have 


told Jerram flatly that these terms 
were "utterly unacceptable." 
One 


of Negrin's points called for an in- 
surgent guarantee against foreign 
Influence in Spain. 


"The Spanish government appar- 


ently has left Spain," one informed 
source said, "and we do not know 
•whether they are actually holding 
together." 


Perpignan. France—(JTi— Premier 


Juan Negrin of the Spanish govern- 
ment called a conference today with 
British and French envoys to Spain, 
presumably to take up mediation of 
the Spanish civil war. 


Negrin's foreign 
minister.

Alvarez del Vayo, joined in arrang- 
ing for the late afternoon meeting 
while Negrin's defeated Catalonian 
army poured into France. 


With Catalonia abandoned to the

propriations committee recommend- 
ed $1,898,512,769 today to operate 
more than a score of independent 
government agencies for the year 
starting July 1 — an increase of 
more than $298,000,000 
over

current year. 


Despite the increase, the com- 


mittee looped $1,580,670 from some 
of the budget bureau's estimates. 


It withheld the 
$2,038.175 ap- 


propriation recommended for the 
federal 
communications commis- 


sion, pending action by congress 
on the president's request for re- 
organization of the commission, 
torn recently by internal dissen- 
sion. 


The committee proposed slashing 


$2,000 from the salary of each mem- 
ber of the maritime commission 
and each member and the admin- 
istrator of the new civil aeronau- 
tics authority. 


Salaries of these officials were 


fixed by law at $12,000 a year, but 
the committee said the reduction to 
$10,000 was in line with the treat- 
ment accorded members of both 
the interstate commerce and tariff 
commissions.

"have" nations. 


In a. casual sort of way the trade 


struggle has been developing ever 
since the World War. The first sign 
of its coming was the ascent of Len- 
in's and Stalin's communism, inaug- 
urating, as it did, economic theories 
previously untested by any impor- 
tant world power. 


After Lenin and Stalin, Mussolini 


burst upon the Italian scene, limit- 
ing private capitalism, and setting 
up the so-called corporate state. Af- 
ter Mussolini came Hitler and state 
socialism.

are variously understood and as 
variously defined. But one element 
stands out. The men who establish- 
ed these systems succeeded by their 
own boast, because they molded the 
individual to the will of the all- 
powerful stale.

Washington— This whole affair over American intervention in Europe 


has been a hysterical performance second only to the panic over the re- 
cent invasion from Mars.

OBSESSION 


Every d. f. knows that it 
is 


necessary to kill the germs in or- 
der to fight a "cold" or prevent or 
cure sore throat. 
What germs, 


where they are, how to get at 
them and whether they can be de- 
stroyed without seriously damag- 
ing the tissues in the vicinity or 
breaking down the natural local 
defenses against 'invasion of the 
system are trifling technical ques- 
tions which do not worry the d. f. 


Every M. D. knows or should 


know that it is practically impos- 
sible to kill or even to check the 
growth or multiplication of germs 
in any tissue of the body after the 
germs have invaded the tissue to 
establish what is generally recog- 
nized as an infection, such as acute 
sore throat or acute coryza or any 
form of cri. 


Every so often the medical pro- 


fession falls, and the bigger they 
are the harder they fall, for some 
brand new synthetic 'which pur- 
ports to single out and destroy 
disease germs in the tissues without 
doing serious harm to the tissues. 
From "606" down to sulfanilamide, 
none, of these germ-killers has sur- 
vived long. The latest, sulfanila- 
made, has caused some rather se- 
rious by-effects in a good many 
cases. 
I doubt that sulfanilamide 


will last longer than any of its 
numerous predecessors did. 


But the use of internal medicines 


in the treatment of disease is 
above and .beyond the understand- 
ing of laymen in any case. 


What I am trying to make clear 


s the well established fact that no 
safe germ-killer 
has

covered. if by "safe" we mean that 
he remedy is incapable of doing 
harm.

West opened the club ten as the 


safest lead he could find. Declarer 
won and, since he lacked first 
round trump control, did not make 
the mistake of trying to knock out 
the adverse trumps. He had more 
•urgent work to perform. In sighi 
were two club losers, one heart, 
.and at least one spade. Nothing 
could be done about the heart or 
spade losers, but it was vital to 
salvage (if possible) at least one 
club loser. To that end declarer 
led 
his singleton 
diamond to 


dummy's ace and played the queen 
through East As it happened East 
quickly ducked, but declarer threw 
off a club, having nothing to lose 
by that play. (If East had covered 
the diamond queen with the king 
declarer, of course, would have 
ruffed and returned to the'spade 
ace to discard a club on the dia- 
mond jack.) 


After having rid himself of one 


club loser declarer's prospects be- 
came much brighter. He still de- 
ferred drawing trumps 
because 


the spade break had not yet been 
investigated. He led low to the 
'spade ace, and back to his king, 
then played a third round. It will 
be noted that this play would have 
been necessary if the spades had 
broken badly; that is, 
declarer 


would have needed the high trump 
in dummy for the safe ruffing of 
his fourth spade. The spade suit 
breaking 
three-three, declarer's 


fourth spade became good and did 
not have to be ruffed away. West 
returned a diamond and declarer 
ruffed. The queen of hearts lost 
to West's ace and again a diamond 
was 
returned. 
Again 
declarer 


ruffed. 
The outstanding trumps 


were picked up and the fourth 
spade was cashed for the fulfilling 
trick. 


It will be noted that declarer had 


a .two way diamond finesse. He 
could have led up to dummy and 
played the queen. If it held he 
could discard a club on the dia- 
mond ace and, in that way, virtual- 
ly assure his contract But the 
point was that this would involve 
the risk of losing a diamond trick 
in addition to two club tricks. In 
the choice of plays actually taken 
declarer at least could be sure that 
he would not lose his diamond ace, 
and since both diamond finesses 
had an equal chance of succeeding 
it would have been very foolish to 
have chosen the one that would be 
more expensive if it Jailed.

Of Fastening Defect on Him

When a little child gets a word wrong, lisps, stammers, or mispronounc- 


es, say that word once, clearly, and let him go ahead. Don't stop him and 
say, "Say it this way." Don't insist upon his getting it right before going 
on with his story. Don't if you value his speech power, make him say it 
over and over. Drilling a child like that is the sure way of fastening a 
defect upon him. 


Most children between the ages of two and five, lisp or stammer or 


have some sort of difficulty with speech, or with certain sounds. Don't 
worry about it and, above all, don't worry the child about it He has to 
develop his speech mechanism. He was not born with it in full power 
any more than he was born' with the power to walk a mile. It is just as 
easy for a two-year-old to march a mile as it is for him to tell a story in 
clear and correct English. He cannot do it. He must wait until he de- 
velops the power. 


That is why the doctors tell mothers that children will outgrow some 


of their difficulties. The doctor means that the child will, in time, de- 
velop the power that is needed to overcome his present state of difficulty. 
He would not have this difficulty if he were not trying to speak as one 
whose speech powers have been 
perfected. Give him time and he 
will get there.

recognize that it is a worthy pro- 
ject in American life. But this 
will involve several changes. 


First, we must eliminate its po- 


litical corruption, and convert it 
into a civil service type of pro- 
ject. We must also see that work 
can be planned wisely so that 30 
men will not be sent to kill an en- 
tire day cutting weeds on a small 
city lot, which one man could eas- 
ily handle in 8 hours of honest 
toil. 


Making The WPA Respectable 
Then we must develop a new 


kind of propaganda by which to 
make the WPA respectable. There 
should never be any stigma at- 
taching to honest endeavor. 


Working for the WPA should in- 


volve no more humiliation than 
working for any private construc- 
tion • company. The government 
however, should expect an honest 
day's work for a fair price. At pre- 
sent it is often impossible for WPA 
men to do an honest day's work 
for 30 may be sent out on a job 
that one man can perform.

A Short History of China 


I— OLDEN STORIES 


Wars may come, and wars may 


KO. 
but 
China docs 
not 
die. 


For thousands of years the Chi- 
nese have been in Asia, and they 
will stay there whether the Japan- 
ese win or lose the war they are 
waging. 


China contains about one-fifth 


of all the people of the carih. 
The population is not known very 
closely, but it is more than 400.- 
000,000. and may be as high as 
475.000.000. 


When we study the history of 


ancient nations, we find that the 
early period is usually 
"lost in 


legends." That is true of China. 
Instead 
of having good records, 


we have odd stories. 


One story tells about "the Yel- 


low Emperor" who was the son 
of a flash of lightning! He knew 
how to talk ('twas said) on the 
day he was born! 


Other tales speak of emperors 


who taught the people the secrets 
of fire, how to write, and how 
to make carts and wheelbarrows. 
The legends declare that all the 
early rulers of China were good 
and kind. 


Perhaps the first Chinese em- 


peror in real history was Yu the 
Great (or "the Great Yu"). He 
lived about 4,200 years ago, and 
is believed to have won his place 
by his skill as an engineer. It ap- 
pears that heavy rainfall caused 
great floods during his lifetime, 
and that he was a leader in build- 
ing canals to take care of the 
water. 


Among the grandsons of Yu the 


Great was one known as Chung 
Kang. He is supposed to have 
ruled for 12 years, and there is 
a sad but interesting story of an 
event while he was on the throne 


One day, the story says, a total 


eclipse took place. The sun was 
hidden, and the sky became as 
dark as night. 
Before long, the 


darkness passed, but it had made 
many people fearful. 


"Where 
are 
our 
astronomers. 


Hi and Ho?" asked Chung Kang. 
A search was made for them, and 
it was found that they" had been 
drinking strong liquor, and were 
not lit to appear before their 
ruler. 


Later Hi and Ho were taken to 


the emperor, who asked them. 
"Why 
didn't you tell us what 


was going to happen to the sun?" 
They had no good answer, so 
Chung Kang ordered them to be 
put to death. 


That may be ^ only a made-up 


story, but it is widely known, and 
it is certain that the Chinese kept 
records 
of eclipses and comets 


long before such records were 
kept in Europe. Modern astrono- 
mers have tried to figure what 
eclipse of the sun was meant in 
the story of Ki and Ho. 


Two scientists, a German and 


an Austrian, wrote a book on the 
question of that eclipse. 
They 


figured that it took place on the 
morning of Mav 7 in the year we 
know as 2165 B. C.
